SIR, | 

CONGRESS are equally affected and alarmed 
by the information they have received, that the legi fla- 
ture of your ſtate, at their laſt meeting, have refuſed 
their concurrence in the eſtabliſhment of a duty on im- 
ports. They conſider this meaſure as ſo indiſpenſible to 
the proſecution of the war, that a ſenſe of duty and re- 
gard to the common ſafety, compel them to renew their 
efforts to engage a compliance with it ; and in this view 
they have determined ro ſend a depuration of three of 
their members to your ſtate, as expreſſed in the encloſed 
reſolution. The gentlemen they have appointed will be 
able to Jay before you a full and juſt repreſentation of 
the public affairs, from which, they flatter themſelves, 
will reſult a conviction of the propriety of their ſolici- 
tude upon the preſent occaſion. Convinced by paſt ex- 
perience of the zeal and patriotiſm of the ſtate of Rhode» 
land, they cannot doubt that it will yield te thoſe 
urgent conſiderations which flow from a knowledge of 
our true fituation, They will only briefly obſerve, that 
the increaſing difcontents of the army, the loud clamouts 
of the public creditors, and the extreme diſproportion 
between the current ſupplies and the demands of the 
public ſervice, are ſo many invincible arguments for the 
fund recommended by Congreſs. They feel themſelves 
unable to deviſe. any other that will be more efficacious, 
leſs excep:ionable or more generally agreeable, and if 
this is rejected, they anticipate calamities of a moſt me- 
nacing nature, with this conſolation, however, that they 
have faithfully diſcharged their truſt, and that the mif- 
cliefs which may follow, cannot be attributed to them. 

A principal object of the propoſed fund is, to procure 
loans abroad. If no ſecurity can be held out to lendersg 
the ſucceſs of theſe muſt neceſlarily be very limited. The 
lai accounts on the ſubject were not flattering, and when 
ntelligence ſhall arrive in Europe, that the ſtate of 
Riode-lland pas diſagreed to the only fund which has 
te been deviſed, there is every reaſon to apprehend it 
5 have a fatal fluence on their future progreſs. De- 
paved of this reſource, our affairs mult, in all probabi- 
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 liry, rapidly haſten to a dangerous crifis, and theſe flat 
be involved in greater embarraſſments than they * 
yet experienced, and from which it may be much . 
difficult to emerge. Congreſs will only add a requeſt to 
your excellency, that if the legiſlature ſhould not be ſit- 
ting, it may be called together as ſpeedily as poſſible 
to enable the gentlemen whom they have de puted to os 
form the purpoſe of their miſſion, .

power, as it involves that of deciding on the right of the 
enemy to the property captured, neceſſarily extends to 
caſes of recapture : | | 

That with reſpect to captures and recaptures on wa- 
ter, general proviſion hath been made by ſeveral ordi- 
nances and acts of Congreſs: | | 

That with reſpect to captures on land, partial provi- 
fion only hath been made; and for cafes of recapture on 
land, no proviſion at all, it having been left to the diſ.- 
cretion of the military commanders to conform, in the 
caſes omitted, to the general rules of juſtice and the 
cuſloms of war, as obſerved by clvilized nations: 

That the particular caſe in queſtion, having been de- 
cided in the mode practiſed in the army in like inſtan- 
ces, cannot with propriety be rejudged by Congreſs, to 
whom is delegated in caſes of capture, a legiſlative only, 
and not a judiciary authority : 

That nevertheleſs, fince it is both the duty and diſpu- 
ſition of Congreſs, to render the arms of the United

and that the ſame privilege be, and the lame is hereby 
extended to the officers at the heads of the like depart- 
ments in any ſeparate army; all letters to and from 
whom, on public buſineſs, ſhall paſs free of poſlage; 
and in order to prevent the multiplicity ot trauks becom- 
ing tov burthenſome to rhe public; 

Be it ordained and it is hereby ordained by the autho- 
rity aforeſaid, That the allowance not exceeding twen-

Art. 18. For the better promoting of commerce on 
both fides, it is agreed, that if a war ſhould break our 
between their High Mightineſles the States General of 
the United Netherlands and the United States of Ame- 
rica, there ſhall always be granted to the ſubjects on each 
ide, the term of nine months after the date of the rup- 
ture, or the proclamation of war, to the end that they 
may retire with their effects, and tranſport them where 
they pleaſe, which it ſhall be lawful for them to do, as 
well as to fell or tranſport their effects and goods in all

load their cargoes or break bulk, or take in any cargy, 
they ſhall not be obliged to pay neither for the veſſel 
nor the cargoes, any duties of entry in or out, nor to 
render any account of their cargoes, at leaſt if there n 
not juſt cauſe to preſume that they carry to an enemy, 
merchandizes of contraband. 

Art. 21, The two contracting parties grant to gh 
other mutually, the liberty of having each in the parts 
of the other, conſuls,-vice-conſuls, agents and commiſſa. 
ries of their own appointing, whoſe functions ſhall be 
regulated by particular agreement, whenever either pu- 
ty chuſe to make ſuch appointments. 
Art. 22. This treaty ſhall not be underſtood in any

Art. 24. The liberty of navigation and commerce ſhall 
extend to all forts of merchandizes, excepting only thoſe 
which are diſtinguiſhed under the name of contraband 
or merchandizes prohibited; and under this denomina + 
tion of contraband and merchandizes prohibited, ſhall 
be comprehended only warlike ſtores and arms, as mur- 
tars, artiliery with their artifices and appurtenances, fu- 
ſits, pillols, bombs, grenades, gunpowder, ſalipetre, ſul- 
phur, match, bullets and balls, pikes, ſabres, lauces, 
halberts, caſques, cuiraſſes, and other ſorts of arms; as 
alſo ſoldiers, horſes, ſaddles, and furniture for horſes. 
All other cffects and merchandizes, not before ſpecified 
expreſily, and even all forts of naval matters, however 
proper they may be for the conſtruction and equipment 

f reſle1s of war, or for the manufacture of one or ano- 
ther fort of machines of war, by land or fea, ſhall not 
be indged contra band, neither by the letter, nor accord- 
ny to any pretended interpretation whatever, ought they 
rcanthey be comprehended under the notion of effects 
prohibited or contraband : ſo that all effects and mer- 
handizes which are not expreſsly before named, may 
1thout any exception, and in perfect liberty, be tranſ- 

orte by the ſubjects and inhabitants of both allies, 
$rom and to places belonging to the enemy, excepting 
nly the places which at the ſame time ſhall be beſieged, 
locked or inveſted, and thoſe places only fall be held 
or Tuch, which are ſurrounded nearly by ſome of the

Art, 25. To the end that all diſſention and quarrel may

ther, they may Not take into their ſervice ſuch of their 
countrymen who have already engaged in the ſervice of 
the other party contracting, whether in war or trade, 
and whether they meet them by land or ſea; atleaſt, if 
the captains or maſter:, under the command of whom 
ſuch perſons may be found, will not, of his own conſent, 
diſcharge them from their ſervice, vpon pain of beiny 
otherwiſe treated and puniſhed as deſerters. 

Art, 28, The affair of refraction ſhall be regulated in 
all equity and juſtice, by the magiſtrates of cities reſpec- 
tively, where it ſhall be judged that there is any room to 
complain in this reſpect. 

Art. 20. The preſent treaty ſhall be ratified and ap- 
proved by their High Mightineſſes, the States General of 
Ihe United Netherlands, and by the United States of 
America, and the acts of ratification ſhall be delivered 
in good and due form on one fide and on the other, in 
the ſpace of fix months, or ſooner if poſſible, to be com- 
puted from the day of the ſignature.

1 is conſidered how defective have been the complianceg 
of t ie ſtates, in every period of the war. 

Without recurring to deta:ls previous to the year 1782, 
it will be ſufficient to ſtate the ſituation of the finances 
for that year, which is as fullows. Congrels, by their 
reſolution of the 3oth of October, 1781, demanded eight 
millions of dollars for the ſervice of the enſuing vear, 
Without noticing the leſſer neglects of ther requiſition, 
the annexed account will ſhew, that only 420,031 29 goihs 
have been received. 

The preciſe ſtate of monies in Europe cannot be aſcer- 
tained, until the final ſettlement of the accounts there; 
becauſe the bills drawn on Spain and Holland, having 
been finally paid, and made payable in France, the ſum 
in livres of thoſe which remained due at the cloſe of the 
year 1781, and which had been drawn in guilders and 

dollars, muſt depend on the different exchanges between 
Amſterdam, Madrid and Paris. Bur, according to the 
beſt accounts which can be obtained, the anticipations 
made in the funds for the year 1782, amounted at the 
cloſe of 1781, to four millions of livres, For the ſervice 
of that year, His Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty lent the United 
States ſix millions livres. In addition thereto, Mr, Adams 
opened a Joan in Holland, for ten millions of livres 
hut, by the laſt accounts from him, he had obtained 
only three millions; ſo that the whole ſum borrowed for 
the year 1782, being nine millions, there remained, after 
deducting the anticipations, only five millions, which, 
according to the courſe of exchange which has prevailed, 
will amount to 833,333 30-9o0ihs dollars. ; 

By the annexed account of rhe receipts and expendi. 
turcs for the year 1781, it appears, that there were in 


the 
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the treaſury, at the commencement of the year 1782, 
292.453 69-goths dollars; ſo that the whole amount of 
the ſums, which Congreſs have had to carry on the 
public buſineſs for the year 1782, is no more than 
1,545,818 30-goths dollars. LO Es 2 

From the annexed eſtimates it will appear, that the 
pay of the American army, according to the preſent re. 
duced eſtabliſhment, amounts ro 3.038, 795 32-goths. 


That the cloathing amounts to 1,165,263 
That the rations, beſides thoſe iſſua- 
ble to priſoners, amount to 1,509,552 


5.713,610 32 goths. 


So that the three branches of feeding, cloathing, and 
paying the army, on i:s preſent eſtabliſhment, would 
amount to 5,713,610 32-90chs, without entering into the 
other branches of ſervice, or conſidering the neceſſity of 
tents, firing, camp-utenſils, horſes, carriages, forage, 
military ſtores, hoſpital, and the like. 

The incompetency of the revenue will appear from a 
compariſon of it with the ſums neceflary for feeding and 
cloathing the army, which ſervices alone amount to 
above two millions and an half of dollais And what 
mult place the matter in a ſtill more ſtriking point of 
view, is, that the whole ſum, which Congreſs could 
command, was not ſufficient to pay the intereſt then 
due on the public debts, Every circumſtance therefore, 
which has hitherto retarded the meaſures which Congreſs 
have adopted for making proviſion for the public debts, 
bas increaſed the neceflity of making ſuch a proviſion. 
And theretore, notwithſtanding the diſcouraging obſta- 
cles they have hitherto encountered, they conceive it a 
det to themſelves, and to their conſtituents, to perſevere 
in their intentions, and to renew and extend their en- 
deavours to procure the eſtabliſhment of revenues equal 
to the purpoſe of funding all. the debts of the United 
States. And they think it proper to inform the aſlembly

worth and Mr. Hamilton, appointed to prepare an addreſ; 
16 the fates, to accompany the act of the 18th of this 
month, reported a draught, which being read and amend: | 
ed, was agreed to as follows: | 


ADDRESS to the States, by the United States in Congre 
allembled. 


HE proſpect which has for ſome time exiſted, and 

which is now happily realized, of a ſucceſsful ter- 
mination of the war, together with the critical exigen* 
cies of public affairs, have made it the duty of Conprels 
to review and provide for the debts which the war has 


left upon the United States, and to look forward to the 
means 
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means of obviating dangers which may interrupt the har- 
mony and tranquility of the confederacy. The reſult of 
their mature and ſolemn deliberations on theſe great 
objects, is contained in their ſeveral recommendations of 
the 18th inſtant, herewith tranſmitted. Although theſe 
recommendations ſpeak themſelves the principles on 
which they are founded, as well as the ends which they 
propoſe, it will not be improper to enter into a few ex- 
planations and remarks, in order to place in a ſtronger 
view the neceſſity of complying with them. 

The firſt meaſure recommended is, effectual proviſion 
{r the debts of the United States. The amount of theſe 
debts, as far as they can now be aſcertained, is 42,000,375 
dollars, as will appear by the ſchedule No. 1. To dif- 
charge the principal of this aggregate debt at once, or in 
any ſhort period, 1s evidently not within the compaſs of 
our reſources; and even if it could be accomplithed, the 
eaſe of the community would require that 4he debt itſelf 
hould be left to a courſe of gradual extinguiſhment, and 
certain funds be provided for paying in the mean time 
the annual intereſt. The amount of the annoal intereſt, 
as will appear by the paper laſt referred to, is computed 
to be 2,415.956 dollars. Funds, therefore, which will 
certainly and punctually produce this annual ſun at leaſt, 
muſt be provided. 

In deviſing theſe funds Congreſs did not overlook the 
mode of ſupplying the common treaſury, provided by the 
articles of confederation ; but after the moſt reſpeQrul 
conſideration of that mode, they were conſtrained to re- 
gard it as inadequate and inapplicable to the form into 
which the pnblic debt muſt be thrown. The delays and 
uncertainties incident to a revenue to be ejtablifhed and 
collected from time to time by thirteen independent au- 
thorities, is at firſt view irreconcileable wich the punctu— 
ality efſential in the diſcharge of the intereſt of a nation- 
al debt. Our own experience, after making every atluws- 
ance for tranhent impediments, has been a ſuſlicient 11- 
luſtration of this truth. Some departure, therefore, in 

tne recommendations of Congreſs, from tne {&.ieral con- 
ſtiturion, was unavoidable ; but it will be found to be as 
[mall as could be reconciled with the object in view, and 


tobe ſupported beſides by ſolid con{iJerations of intereit 
and ſound policy. 


The 
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The fund which firſt preſented itſelf on this, as it did 
on a former occaſion, was a tax on imports. The reaſygyy 
which recommended this branch of revenue, have here, 
tofore been ſtated in an act, of which a copy, No. 2. is 
now forwarded, and need not be here repeated. h will 
ſuffice to recapitulate, that taxes on conſump! ion are al. 
ways leaſt burdenſome, becauſe they are leaſt felt, and 
are borne too, by thoſe who are both willing and able tg 
pay them; that, of all taxes on conſumption, thoſe on 
foreign commerce are molt compatible with the peniyy 
and policy of free ſtates; that from the relative p«fitiong 
of ſome of the more commercial ſtates, it will be impſh. 
ble to bring this eſſential reſource into uſe without a con- 
certed uniformity ; that this uniformmy catinot be con, 
certed through any channel fo properly as through Con. 
greſs, nor for any purpoſe fo aptly as for paying the 
debts of a revolution, from which an unbounded treedon 
has accrued tv commerce, 

In renewing this propofition to the ſtates, we have not 
been unmindful of the objections which heretofore fro. 
trated the unanimous adoption ofit. We have limited 
the duration of the revenue to the term of 25 years; and 
we have left to the ſtares themſelves the appointment of 
the ofticers who are to collect it. If the ſtrict maxims of 
national credit alone were to be conſulted, the revenue 
ought manifeſtly to be roexiſtent with the object of it, 
and the collection placed in every reſpect under that au- 
thority which is to diſpenſe the former, and is reſpon 
ble for the latter. Theſe relaxations will, we ruſt, be 
regarded on one hand as the effect of a diſpoſition in Con- 
preſs to attend at all times to the ſentiments of thoſe 
whom they ſerve, and on the other hand, as a proof of 
their anxious deſire that proviſion may be made in ſome 
way or other for an honourable and juſt fulfilment of tit 
engagements which they have formed. 

To render this fund as productive as poſſible, and at 
the ſame time to narrow the room for colluſions and 
frauds, it has been judged an improvement of the plal, 
te recommend a liberal duty on ſuch articles as are molt 
ſuſceptible of a tax according to their quantity, and are of 
moſt equal and general conſumption; leaving all other 
articles, as heretofore propoſed, to be taxed according t 
their value, 

The amount of this fund is computed to be 915,956 


dollars, The eſtimates on which the computation 3 
| ma 
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made, are detailed in paper No. 3. Accuracy in the 
ert eſſay on ſo complex and fluctuating a ſubject is not 
to be expected. It is preſumed to be as near the truth as 
the defect of proper materials would admit. 

The reſidue of the computed intereſt is 1,500,000 dollars, 
and is referred to the ſtates to be provided for by ſuch 
funds as they may judge moſt convenient. Here again 
the ſtrict maxims of public credit gave way tothe defire 
of Congreſs to conform te the ſentiments of their conſti- 
ments. It ought not to be omitted, however, with re- 
ſpect to this portion of the revenue, that the mode in 
which it is to be ſupplied, varies ſo little from that point- 
ed out in the articles of confederation, and the variations 
are ſo conducive to the great object propoſed, that a rea- 
dy and unqualified compliance on the part of the ſtates 
may be ihe more juſtly expected. In fixing the quotas 
of this ſum, Congreſs, as may be well imagined, were 
guided by very imperfect lights, and ſome incqualities 
may conſequently have enſued. Theſe, however, can be 
but temporary, and as far as they may exiſt at all, will be 
redreſſed by a retroſpective adjuſtment, as ſoon as a con- 
ſtitutional rule can be applied, | 

The neceſſity of making the two foregoing proviſions 
one indiviſible and irrevocable act, is apparent. Without 
the firſt quality, partial proviſion only might be made 
where complete proviſion is eſſential ; nay», as ſome ſtates 
might prefer and adopt one of the funds only, and the o- 
ther ſtates the other fund only, it might happen that no 
proviſion at all would be made: without the ſecond a ſin- 
gle ſtate out of the thirteen might at any time involve the 
nation in bankruptcy, the mere practicabiliiy of which 
would be a fatal bar to the eſtabliſhment of national cre- 
dit. Inſtead of enlarging on theſe topics, two oblerva. 
tioñs are ſubmitted to the juſtice and wiſdom of the lepif. 
latures, Firſt; The preſent creditors, or rather the do- 
meſtic part of them, having either made their loaus for 
a period which has expired, or having become credirors 
in the firſt inſtance involuntarily, are intitledon the clear 
principles of juſtice and good faith, to demand the prin- 
cipal of their credits, inſtead of accepting the annual 
intereſt. It is neceſſary therefure, as the principal cannot 
be paid to them on demand, that the intereſt ſhould be 
ſo effect ually and fatisfactorily lecured, as to enable them 
it they incline, to transfer their flock at its full value. 

Secondly, 
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Secondly ; if the funds be ſo firmly conſtituted as to 1 
ſpire a thorough and univerſal confidence, may it not h. 
hoped, that the capital of the domeſtic debt, which bean 
the high intereſt of fix per cent. may be cancelled b 8 
ther loans obtained at a more moderate intereſt! The 
ſaving by ſuch an operation, wovId be a clear one, an 
might be a conſiderable one. As a proof of the neceſſi 
of ſubſtantial funds for the ſupport of our credit abroad 
we refer to paper No. 4. | 

Thus much for the intereſt of the national debt: fe 
the diſcharge of the principal within the term limited 
we rely op the natural increaſe of the revenue from com! 
merce, on requilitions to be made from time to time far 
that purpoſe, as circumſtances may dictate, and on the 
proſpect of vacant territory. If theſe reſources ſhou! 
prove inadequate, it will be neceſſary, at the ex pi ration 
of twenty - five years, to continue the funds now recon. 
mended, or to eſtabliſh ſuch others as may then be found 
more convenient. 

With a view to the reſource laſt mentioned, as well x 
to obviate diſagreeable controverſies and confuſions, Cons 
greſs have included in their preſent recommendations, 
renewal of thoſe of the 6th day of September, and of the 
Toth day of October, 1780. In both thoſe reſpec, 1 
liberal and final accommodation of all interfering clains 


of vacant territory, is an object which cannot be prefied 


with too much ſolicitude. 

The laſt object recommended is, a conſtitutional 
change of the rule by which a partition of the common 
burdens is to be made. The expediency, and even ne- 
ceſſity of ſuch a change, has been ſufficiently inforced by 
the local injuſtice and diſcontents which have proceeded 
from valuations of the ſoil in every ſtate where the expert 
ment has been made. But how infinitely muſt theſe evilsbe 
increaſed, on a compariſon of ſuch valuations among th: 
ſtates themſelves! On whatever ſide indeed this rule be 
ſurveyed, the execution of it muſt be attended with tie 
molt ſerious difficulties, If the valuations be referred i 
the authoritics of the ſeveral ſtates, a general ſatisfacti- 
on is not to be hoped for: If they be executed by officers 
of the United States traverſing the country for that pur 
poſe, beſides the inequalities againſt which this mode 
would be no ſecurity, the expence would be both evor 
mous and obnoxious : If the mode taken in the act of the 

1 Ji 


11th dayof February laſt, which was deemed on the whole 
eaſt objectionable, be adhered to, till the inſufficiency 
of the data to the purpoſe to which they are to be appli- 
ed, muſt greatly impair, if not utterly deſtroy all confi- 
gence in the accuracy of the reſult; not to mention that 
as far as the reſult can be ar all a juſt one, ir will be in- 
ebled for the advantage to the principle on which the rule 
ropoſed to be ſubſtituted is founded. This rule, altho” 
not free From objections; is liable to fewer than any other 
hat could be deviſed. The only material difficulty 
ich attended it in the deliberations of Congreſs, 
as to fix the proper difference berween the labour and 
zaduſtry of free inhabitants, and of all other inhabitants. 
The ratio ultimately agreed on was the effect of mutual 
conceſſions ; and if it ſhould be ſuppoſed not to correſ. 
pond preciſely with the fact, no doubt ought to be en- 
errained that an equal ſpirit of accommodation among 
he ſzveral legiſlatures, will prevail agaioſt little inequa - 
ies which may be calculated on one ſide or on the other. 
But notwithſtanding the confidence of Congreſs, as to the 
ſucceſs of this propoſition, it is their duty to recollect 
hat the event may pouſlibly diſappoint them, and to re- 
neſt that meaſures may ſtill be purſued for obtaining and 
tranſmitting the information called for iu the act of the 
15th of February laſt, which in ſuch event will be eſſen.

The plan thus communicated and explained by Con- 
greſs muſt now receive its fate from their conſtituents, 
l the objects compriſed in it are conceived to be of great 
importance to the happineſs of this confederated republic, 
Ware necefJary to render the fruits of the revolution, a full 
reward for the blood, the toils, the cares and the calami— 
ties which have purchaſed it. But the object of which 
thẽ neceſſity will be peculiarly felt, and which it is pe- 
uliarly the duty of Congreſs to inculcate, is the pro- 
viſion recommended for the national debt. Although this 
lebt is greater than could have been wiſhed. ir is (till 
lels on the whole than could have been expected, and 
ven referred to the cauſe in which it has been incurred, 
and compared with the burdens which wars of ambirion 
pri of vain glory have entailed on other nations, ought to 
be borne not only with cheerfulneſs but with pride. But 
Me magnitude of the debt makcs no part of the queſtion. 
Ic is ſufficient that the debt has been fairly contracted and 

that 
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that juſtice and good faith demand that it ſhould he full 

diſcharged. Congreſs had ng option but between differ, 
ent modes of diſcharging it. The ſame option is the on. 
ly one that can exiſt with the ſtates. The mode which 
has after long and elaborate diſcuſſion, been preferred 
is, we are perſuaded, the leait objestionable of any tha 
would have been equal to the purpoſe. Under this per, 
ſuaſiun, we call upon the juſtice and plighted faith of de 
ſevera] ſtates to give it its proper effect, t6 reflect on the 
conſequenc:s of rejecting it, and to remember that Con. 

reſs will not be anſwerable for them. 

If other motives than that of juſtice could be requiſite 
on this occaſion, nn nation could ever feel ſtronger ; far 
to whom are the debts to be paid ? 

To AN ALLY, in the firſt place, who to the exectiongf 
His arms in ſupport of our cauſe, has added the ſuceoun 
of his treaſure z who, to his important loans, has added 
liberal donations ; and whoſe loans themſelves carry the 
impreſſion of his magnanimity and friendſhip.

Another claſs of creditors is, hat i/luſtricus and patritti

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The remaining cla(s of creditors is compoſed partly of 
loch of our fellow citizens as. originally len to the pub-

THE committee, conſiſting of Mr, Hamilton Mr. Madi- 
ſon and Mr, Fitzſimmons, to whom was referred the let- 
ter of zoth November, from the honourable William 
dradford, ſpeaker of the lower houſe of aſſembly of the 
ſtate of Rhode-lfland, containing, under three heads, the 
reaſons of that ſtate for refuſing their compliance with 
the recommendation of Congreſs for a duty on imports 
and prize goods; report, 

© That they flatter themſelves the ſtate, on a re confi. 
deration of the objections they have offered, with a can- 
did attention to the arguments which ſtand in oppoſition 
to them, will be induced to retract their diflent, convinced 
that the meaſure is ſupported on the molt ſolid grounds 
of equal juſtice, policy and general utility. The follow- 
ing obſervations, contraſted with each head of the ob- 
jectlons, ſucceſlively, will furniſh a ſatisfaRory anſwer 
to the whole. 

Firſt objection. © That the propoſed duty would be 
unequal in its operation, bearing hardeſt upon the moſt 
commercial ſtates, and ſo would preſs peculiarly hard 
upon that ſtate, which draws its chief ſapport from com- 
merce.“ | 

The moſt common experience, joined to the concur- 
rent Opinions of the ableſt 'commercfal and political ob- 
ſervers, have eſtabliſhed beyond controverſy this general 
principle, © that every duty on imports is incorporated 
with the price of the commodity, and ultimately paid by 
the conſumer, with a profit on the duty iclelf, as a com- 
penſation to the merchant for the advance of his money.” 

The merchant conſiders the duty demanded by the 
ſtate on the imported article, in the ſame light with 
freight or any ſimilar charge, aud adding it to the origi- 
nal coſt, calculates his profit an the apgregate ſum. Id 
may happen that at particular conjunc ures, where the 
markets are overſtocked, and there is a competition as 
mong the ſellers, this may not be praRticable ; but in the 
g*ueral courſe of trade the demand for coaſumption pre-

K:nonious, in proportion to their poverty and parſimory, 


fully equivalent to this diſadvantage. Over nice and mt 
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ponderates, and the merchant can with eaſe indemnify 
himſelf, and even ob:ain a profit on the adyance, 4, 
conſumer, he pays his ſhare of the duty, but it is no fur. 
ther a barthen vpon him. The conſequence of the Prin» 
ciple lai] down is, that every claſs of the community 
bears its ſhare of the duty in proportion tv its conſump. 
tion, which laſt is regulated by the comparative wealth 
of the reſped ive claſſes, in conjunction with their habiu 
of expence or frugality. The rich and luxurious pay in 
proportion to their riches and luxury; the poor and par. 


A chief excellence of this mode of revenue is, thar it pre⸗ 
ſerves a juſt meaſure to the abilities of individuals, pro. 
motes frugality, and taxes extravagance. The ſame rex 
ſoning in our ſituation applies to the intercourſe between 
two ſtates; if one imports and the other does not, the lat.

The truth 
is, that no federal 'conflitution can exiſt without powers 
that in their. exerciſe affect the internal police of the 
component members.

Extract of a Letter from the Honourable B. Franklin to 
the Superintendant of Finance, dated 23d December 
1782, and a letter of 15th of March, 1783, to the ſame, 
from the honourable the Miniſter plenipotentiary df 
France, as follow: | 


Paſly, December 23, 1782. 
« FRIDAY laſt order was given to furniſh me with fix 
hundred thouſand livres immediately, and I was _— 
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ed by M. de Vergennes “ that the reſt of the fix millions 
« ſhould be paid us quarterly in the courſe of the year 
af 1 8 IF ; 

4 I vreſſed hard for the whole ſum demanded, but was 
told“ it was impoſlible.“ 

« Our people certainly ought to do more for them- 
ſelves, It is abſurd the pretending to be lovers of liber- 
ty while they grudge paying for the defence of it. It is 
ſaid here, that an impoſt of five per cent. on all goods 
imported, though a moſt reaſonable propoſition, had not 
been agreed to by all the ſtates, and was therefore fruſ- 
trated ; and that your news-papers acquaint the world 
with this, with the non-payment of taxes by the people, 
and with the non-payment of intereſt to the creditors of 
the public. | 

« The knowledge of theſe things have hurt our credit 
and the Joan in Holland, and would prevent our gettin 
any thing here but from government. The foundation 
for credit abroad ſhould be laid at home; and certain 
funds ſhould be prepared and eſtabliſhed beforehand, for 
the regular payment at leaſt of the intereſt.”

ſures which were not taken when I announced them, 

The count de Vergennes informs me, fir, that the fi 
millions are lent to the United States in the ſame manner 
and under the fame conditions with the ſum which wa 
Jent laſt year. That is to ſay, that it ſhall be paid month, 
Jy, at the rate of five hundred thouſand livres per month, 
Bur as it appears from what you did me the honour ts 
write on a former occaſion, that you had anticipateda 
part of this ſubſidy, I muſt pray you to conſider, thatthe 
firſt months of this year will bave been employed in pa. 
ment of thoſe anticipations, and that it will be proper ſo 
to combine your drafts, as that they ſhall not be preſent- 
ed but at the monthly periods in which the funds are 10 
be provided, | 

I have had the honour to inform you, fir, that this mo- 
ney is lent to the United States to enable them to carry ol 
the war. The wiſdom. of Congreſs will determine ac: 
cording to circumſtances, on the manner of effecting that 
important object, and of compelling the enemy by jam 
efforts to conelude a ſolid and permanent peace.

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It remains for me to inform you, fir, that the king was 
unable to make this laſt effort without extreme difficulty, 
I have had the honour to communicate thoſe which oppoſe 
conſiderable loans. They are ſo great, that lem com- 
manded to inform you, in the moſt politive terms, that 
it will be impoſſible for the king, in any caſe whatever, 
to obtain new advances for Congreſs for the next year. 
As ta the reſyurces which you may feek elſewhere than 
in France, the details contained in thoſe letters which 7 
bad the honour to read to you, will not permit a hope of 
ſacceſs until tue United States ſhall have eſtabliſhed a per- 
manent public revenue; and the delay and repugnancy 
with which they proceed in that buſineſs being known in 
Europe, the diſpoſicion to lend money to Congreſs ceaſes, 
Lenders place their money elſe-where: thoſe {ſpeculations

THE king having been pleaſed to attend to the re, 
queſts made to him in the name, and on behalf of the 
United Provinces of North-America, for aſſiſtance in 
the war and invaſion under which they had for ſeveril 
years groaned ; and his majeſty, after entering into x 
treaty of amity and commerce with the ſaid confederated 

rovinces, on the 6th of February, 1778, having had the 
goodneſs to ſupport them, not only with his forces by 
land and ſea, but alſo with advances of money, as abun. 
dant as they were effectual, in the critical ſituation to 
which their affairs were reduced. It has been Judged 
proper and neceſſary to ſtate exactly the amouat of thoſe 
advances, the conditions on which the king made them, 
the periods at which the Congreſs of the United States 
have engaged to repay them to his majeſty's royal trea- 
ſury, and in fine, to ſtate this matter in ſuch a way as for 
the future to prevent all difficylties capable of interrupt- 
ing the good harmony which his majeſty is reſolved to 
maintain and preſerve between him and the ſaid United 
States, For executing ſo laudable a purpoſe, and with 
a view to ſtrengthen the bands of amity and commerce

We regard the act of Congreſs reſpectiag half-pay, as 
an honourable and juſt recompence for feverat years hard 
ſerviceyin which the health and fortunes of the otiicers have 
been worn down and exhaulted, We ſce with cuagrin the 
odious point of view in which the citizens of too many of 
the f{ates endeavour to place tue men entitled to it. We 
hope, tor the honour of human nature, tua: there are 
none ſo hardened in the fin of ingratiiude, as to deny 
the juſtice of the reward. We have realon to belicve 
th:t the objed ion generally is again the mode only, lo 
prevent therefore, any altercations and dittiuctions which 
may tend to injure that harmony which we ardently de. 
fire may reign throughout the community, we are wil- 
ling to commute the half pay pieiiged, for full pay 
for a certain number of years, or for a ſum in groſs, as 
ſhall be agreed to by the committee ſent with this ad. 
dreſs. And in this we pray, that the diſabled officers 
and ſoldiers, with the widows and orphans of thule who 
have expended or may expend their lives in the ſęervice 
of their country, may be fully comprehended. We alſo 
beg, that ſome mode may be pointed out for the even- 
tual payment of thoſe ſoldiers who are the ſubjects of 
the reſolution of Congreſs of the 15th May, 1778. 

To the repreſentation now made, the army have not a 
doubt that Congreſs will pay all that attention winch the 
ſerious nature of it requires. It would be criminal in the 
vidcers to conceal the general difſatisfaction which pie- 
vals, and is gaining ground in the army, from the pret: 
fure of evils and injuries, which, in the courſe of feven 
00g years, have made their condition in many iuſtauces 
wretched. They therefore entreat, that Cungreis, to 
WNVINCE the army and the world that the independence 
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of America ſhall not be placed on the ruin of any partiey; 
Jar claſs of her citizens, will point out a mode for imme.

When thoſe 
very ſwords, the inſtruments and companions of your 
glory, ſha'l be taken from your ſides, and no remaining 
mark of military diſtinction left but your wants, in- 
frmities and ſcars? Can you then conſent to be the only 
ſufferers by this revolution, and retiring from the field, 
grow old in poverty, wretchedneſs and contempt ? Can 
you conſent to wade through the vile mire of depen- 
dency, and owe the miſerable remnaat of that life to

« THE numerous defects in our preſent military 
eſtabliſhment, rendering many reformations and many 
new arrangements obſolutely neceſſary, and Congrei 
having been pleaſed to appoint you a committee, in con- 
cert with me, to make and recommend ſoch as ſhall ap 
pear eligible, in purſuance of the various objects expreſl 
ed in their reſolution for that purpoſe ;—1 have in the 
following ſheets bricfly delivered my ſentiments upon 
ſuch of them as ſeemed to me moſt eſſential, ſo far as ob, 
ſervation has ſuggeſted and leiſure permitted, Theſe are 
ſubmitted to conſideration, and 1 fhall be happy if they 
are found conducive to remedying the evils and inconve- 
wiencies we are now ſubject to, and putting the army up- 
on a more reſpectable footing. Something muſt be done; 
important alterations muſt be made; neceſſity requires 
that our reſources ſhould be enlarged and our ſyſtem in.

. zueiug the number of regiments, no perſan acquainted 
ih tbe ſituation of our affaits, and the ſtate of the-army, 


il deny. A want of officers, independent of other 
onfiderations, were ſufficient to compel us; but that the 
emper of the army, produeed by its ſufferings, requires 
eat caution in auy reforms that are attempted, is a po- 
mon nut lefs evident than the former. In fervices the 
lt eſtabliſhed, | where the hands of government are 
revgthened by the Urongeſt interetts of the army ta 
ſubmiſlion 
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people can beſtow, then have I been beguiled by prejy: 
dice, and built opinion on the baſis of error. If (hi 
country ſhould not in the event perform every thing which 
has been requeſted in the late memorial to Congreſs, then 
will my belief become vain, and the hope that has been 
excited void of foundation.

ſubmiſſion, the reducing of its regiments, and diſmiſſig 
a great part of its officers is always a meaſure of difficy.

oned many to quit the ſervice beſides thoſe who were t. 
formed, and left durable ſeeds of diſcontent among thoſe 
who remained. The general topic of declamation was, tha 
it was as hard as diſhonourable for men, who had made 
every ſacrifice to the ſervice to be turned out of it at the 
pleaſure of thoſe in power, without an adequate compen- 
ſation, In the maturity to which their uneaſineſſes ba 
now ariſen, from a continuance in miſery they will be 
ſtill more impatient underan attempr of a ſimiliar nature, 
How far theſe diſpoſitions may be reaſorable, I pretend 
not to decide, but in the extremity to which we are ar 
rived, policy forbids us to add new irritations ; too many 
of the officers wiſh ta get rid of their commiſſions, but 
they are unwilling to be forced into it. 
It is not the intention of theſe remarks to diſcourage 1 
reform, but to ſhew the neceſſity of guarding againſt the 
ill effects by an ample proviſion, both for the officers who 
ſtay, and tor thoſe who are reduced. This ſhould be tht 
baſis of the plan, and without it 1 apprehend the mol 
miſchievous conſequences, this would obviate many ry 
ples that will otherwiſe be found prejudicial in the er. 
treme. I am convinced Congreſs are not a little flraitned 
in the means of a preſent proviſion, ſo ample as to gift 
fatisfaction; but this proves the expediency of a future

« If the objection drawn from the principle of this

der and diſcipline, let the good ſenſe of the army decide, 

In the moment of this ſummons, another auonimeu 
production was ſent into circulation, addreſſed more tg 
the feelings and paſſions than to the reaſon. and judy: 
ment of the army. The author of the piece is entitled 
to much credit for the goodneſs of kis pen; and I could 
wiſh he had as much credit for the rectitude of his heart; 
for, as men ſee through different optics, and are induced 
by the reflecting faculties of the mind, to uſe different 
3neans ro attain the ſame end, the author of the addreſt 
thould have had more charity than to mark for fuſpicion 
the man who ſhould recommend moderation and longer 
forbearance, or in other words, who ſhould not think as 
He thinks, and act as he adviſes. But he had another 
plan in view, in which candor and liberality of ſenti- 
ment, regard to juſtice and love of country, have no 
part: and iie was right to inſinuate the darkeſt ſuſpici«

poſe you ſtood in need of them, A moment's reflection 
will convince every diſpaſſionate mind of the pliyſical im. 
poſfibility of carrying either propoſal into execution. 
There might, gentlemen, be an impropriety in my taking 
notice, in this addreſs to you, of an anonimous produdi. 
on z— but the manner in which that performance has been 
introduced to the army, the effect it was intended to 
have, together with ſome other circumſtances, will amply 
juſtifs my obſervation on the tendency of that writing, 
With reſpect to the advice given by the author, to ſuf. 
pect the man who ſhall recommend maderate meaſure 
and longer forbearance, I ſpurn it, as every man who re. 
gards that liberty and reveres that juſtice for which we 
conrend, undoubtedly maſt ; for, if men are to be pre. 
cluded from offering their ſentiments on a matter which 
may involve the moſt ſerious and alarming conſc-quenees 
that can invite the conſideration of mankind; reaſon is 
of no uſe to us.

ready been ſetiled, and mo't of the others put into a train 
of adjuſtment. 

That all the perſons who have been intruſted with pi. 
lic money, under the preſent appointment, have beg 
regularly called upon for an account of its Expenditure, 
and that their accounts have all been furniſhed, exceys 
ing only the quartermaſter general, the purveyor of th 
hoſpitals, the late commiſſary general of priſoners, af 
the account of iſſves of cloathing from the cloathir 
general.

The committee find, by the correſpondence of the of

The day following the committee waited upon the 
council for their final reſolution, having previouſly pre- 
ſented a letter addreſſed to his excellency the prelident, 
of which a copy is annexed, requeſting the determinati 
on of the council in writing. 

The council declined a written anſwer, alledging that 
it had been unuſual on ſimilar occaſions ; that they were 
unwilling to do any thing which might appear an innv- 
vation in the manner of conduQing conferences between 
their body and committees of Congreſs; adding, however 
that chey were ready to give their anſwer in writing, if 
Congrels ſhould requeſt it. They then proceeded to. 
verbal anſwer, in ſubſtance as follows:

actual violence to perſon or property. That in ſuch cafe 
a reſpectable body of citizens would arm for the ſecurity 
of their property and of the public peace ; but it was to 
be doubted what meaſure of outrage would produce this 
effet; and in particular, it was not to be expected meie- 
y from a repetition of the inſult which had happened. 
The.council obſerved that they thought it their duty 
to communicate their expectations with candour, and 
palled from the ſubject of the practicability of vigor- 
ous meaſures to the policy of them. They ſtated, that 
general St. Clair, with the approbation of ſeveral mem- 
bers of Congreſs and of council, had, by a declaration in 
writing, permitted the mntineers to chuſe a committee of 
commiſſioned officers to repreſent their grievances to coun- 
cil, and had author iſed them to expect that a conference 
would be allowed for that purpoſe. That it was ſaid the 
mutineers began to be convinced of their error and were 
preparing ſubmiſſions. That from the {teps which had 
been taken the buſineſs ſeemed to be in a train of negoci- 
ation, and that it merited conſideration, how far it would 
be prudent to terminate the matter in that way rather 
than employ coercive means. 

The committee remarked, with reſpect to the ſcruple 
about giving an anſwer in writing, that they could not 
fordear differing in opinion as to its propriety, That no- 
thing was more common than written communications be- 
tween the executives of the different ſtates and the civil and 
military officers acting under the authority of the United 
States: that for a much ſtronger reaſon there was a pro- 
priety in this mode of tranſacting buſineſs between the 
council and a committee of the body of Congreſs. That 

Indeed it would be conformable to the moſt obvious and 
cuſtomary rules of proceeding, and that the importance 
of the preſent occaſion made it deſirable to give every 
tranſaction the greateſt preciſion, 

With reſpect to the praQticability of employing the mi- 
ita, the committee obſerved, that this was a point of 
which the council was alone competent to judge. That 
the duty of the committee was performed in explicitly 
lenitying the expectations of Congreſs. 

And with reſpect to the policy of coertion, the commit. 
tee remarked, that the meaſures taken by Congrels clear- 
y indicated their opinion, that the excelles of the mu- 

tineers

tineers had paſſed the bounds within which a ſpirit of 
compromiſe might conſiſt with the dignity, and even the 
ſalety of government. That impunity for what had hap. 
pened might encourage io more flagrant proceedings, in. 
vite others to follow the example and extend the miſchief 
That the paſliveneis of conduct obſerved towards the de. 
tachment which had mutinied ar Lancafter, and come 10 
the city in defiance of their officers, had, no doubt, led 
to the ſubſequent violences. That theſe conſideration 
had determined Congreſs ro adopt deciſive. meaſure, 
That beſides the application to the ſtate in which they re. 
fide, for its immediate ſupport, they had not neglected 
other means of ultimately executing their purpole, but 
had directed the commander in chief to march a detach: 
ment of troops tuwards the city. That whatever mode: 
ration it might be prudent to exerciſe towards the my, 
tineers, When they were once in the power of povern. 
ment, it was neceſlary, in the firſt inſtance, to place then 
in that ſituation. That Congreſs would probably conti 
nue to purſue this object unleſs it ſhould be ſuperceded 
by unequivocal demonſtrations of ſubmiſſion on the part 
of the 1nutineers. That they had hitherto given no ſa 
tisfactory evidence of this diſpoſition, having lately pre: 
ſented the officers they had choſen to repreſent their 
grievances, with a formal commiſſion in writing, enjoir, 
ing them, if neceflary, to uſe compulſory meaus ſore 
dreſs, and menacing them with death, in caſe of their 
failing to execute their views. 

Under this ſtate of things the committee could not for. 
bear ſuggeſting to the council, that ic woald be expedr 

ent for them ſo to qualify the reception which they ſhould 

think proper to give to any propoſitions made by the mi. 
tineers, as not to create embarraſſment, mould Congr® 
continue to act on the principle of coertiou. 

The committce finding that there was no ſatisſactoſ 
ground to expect prompt and adequate exertions on tle 
part of the executive of this ſtate, for ſupporting ih: 
Public authoruy, were bound by the reſolution unde! 
which they acted, to adviſe the preſident to ſummon Co- 
greſs to aflemble at Princeton or Trenton on Thurlds 
the 26th inſtant. 

Willing however to protract the departure of Congreb 
as long as they could be juſtiſied in doing it, ſtill bop 
that further information would produce more __ 
x | 4 mealu 
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meaſures on the part of the council, and deſirous of ſee. 
ing what complexion the intimated ſubmiſſions would 
allume, they ventured to defer adviſing the removal till 
the afternvon of the day following, that on which the 
anſwer cf council was given. But having then received 
no further communications from the council, .and having 
jearnt from general St, Clair, that the ſubmiſſions propol- 
ed to be offered by the mutineers, through the oflicers 
they had choſen to repreſent them, were not of a nature 
uſiciently explicit to be accepted or relied on— That they 
would be accempanied by new demands, to which it would 
be improper to liſten; that the officers themfelves compa- 
ſins the committee had ſhewn a myſterious reluctznce to in- 
form general St. Clair of their proceedings, bad refuſed, 
in the firſt inſtance to doit, and had afterwards ouly 
yielded to a preremptory demand on his part—The com. 
mittee cou'd no longer think themſelves at liberty to de- 
lay their advice for an adjournment, which they this 
day accordingly gave; perſuaded at the ſame time, that 
it was neceſlary to impreſs the mutineers with a convicti- 
on, that extremities would be uicd againk them before 


they would be induced to reſolve on a final and unreſerv- 
ed ſabmitlion,

Re/vlved, That ſuch of the troops lately detached under 
the command of major general Howe, as may not longer 
be neceſſary for effecting the ſervices on which they were 
detached, be ſent back to the main army. 

On a letter of the 28th from the ſecretary at war: 

keſplvrg, That ſuch officers of the army of the United 
States, as were priſoners of war, in the months of Fe-: 
bruary, March and April laſt, be conſtderer as being 
within the ſpirit and intention of the act of Congreſs of 
the 24 of May laſt, which directs an advance of part of 
the pay due to the army.

tentiary of France, was read,encloſing a commiſſion of che. 
valier D'Annemours conſul general of France, in the 
ſtate of Maryland, the. commenwealth of Virginia, and 
the ſtates of North-Carolina, South-Carolina and Georgia; 
whereupon 

Ordered, That the commiſſion be regiſtered, and that it 
be recognized, and an exequatur iſſued in due form. 

Congreſs reſumed the conſideration of the report of 
the committee on the Virginia c:ffion, and the ſame be.

troops upon Continental eitabliſhment, ſhould from the 
Nortt Carolina line, bearing in further upon the Cume 
berland lands than was expected. prove iufufficient for 
their legal bounties, the deficiency could be made up 
to the ſaid troops in good lands, to be laid off between 
the rivers Scioto and little Miamis, on the northweſt fide 
of he river Ohio, in ſuch proportions as have been en- 
gaged to them by the laws of Virginia, 

6. Thar all the lands within the territory ſo ceded to 
the United States, and not reſerved for or appropriated 
to any of the before mentioned purpoſes, or diſpoſed of 
in bounties o the officers and foldiers of the American 
army, ſh uld be cor fide:ed as a common fund for the uſe 
and benefit of ſuch of the United American States, 3 
Have became or ſhall become members of the confeders

5. And therefore that all purchaſes and deeds fron

grants within the ceded territory, inconſiſtent with the 
chartered rights, laws and cuſtoms of Virginia, ſhould be 
deemed and declared abſolutely void and of no effect, in 
the ſame manner as if the ſaid territory had til] remain» 
ed ſubject to and part of the commonwealth of Virginia. 

8. Thar all the remaining territory of Virginia, in- 
cluded between the Atlantic ocean and the ſouthealt fide 
of the river Ohio, and the Maryland, Pennſylvania and 
North Carolina boundaries, ſhould be guarameed to the 
commonwealth of Virginia, by the ſaid United States, 

Whereupon your committee are of opinion, that the 
firſt condition is provided tor by the act of Congreſs of the 
12th October 1780. | | 

That in order to comply with the ſecond condition fo 
far as has been heretofore provided for by the act of the 
oth of October, 1780, it is agreed that one commiſſi- 
oner ſhould be appointed by Congreſs. one by the ſtate of 
Virginia, and another by thoſe two commilſlioners, who, 
or a majority of whom, ſhouid be authorized aud em- 
powered to adjuſt and liquidate the account of the neceſ- 
ſary and reaſonable expences incurted by the ſaid ſtate,

With reſpect to the ſeventh condition, your committee 
are of opinion, that it would be improper for Covgreſs 
to declare the purchaſes and prants therein mentioned, 
abſolutely void and of no effect; and that the fixth con- 
dition, engaging how the lands beyond the Ohio ſhall be 
diſpoſed of is tufficient on this point. 1 

As to the laſt condition, your committee are of opinion, 
that Congreſs cannot agree to guarantee to the .

dition, Without entering into a diſcuſſion of the right of

only io recommend and accept a ceſſion of their claing 
whatſoever they might be, to vacant territory. Your 
committee conceive this condition of a guarantee, to be 
either unneceſlary or unreaſonable ;. inatmuch as, if the 
Jand abovementioned is really the property of the ſtate 
of Virginia, it is ſufficiently ſecured by the confedeta- 
tion, and if it is not the property of that jtate, there is 
no reaſon or conſideration for ſuch guarantee, 

Your committee therefore. upon the whole recommend, 
that if the lepiflature of Virginia make a ceſſiou conform · 
able to this report, Congreſs accept ſuch ceſſion.

experience the public ſafety, in the judgment of the com- 
maid..r in chief, greatly depended, 

The fieſt grant was limited to ſeven years, but not be- 
ing deemed (arisfa@ory to the army, the evil of reſigua- 
tions Cuntinu:d to prevail to fo alarming a degree, as to 
require a m re effegtual remedy ; and the grant of half 
pay tv ihe officers was extended for life. Your commit- 
tee are perſuaded that no doubt can be entertained, but 
that Congrels were of opinion, that this proviſion was 
alone competent, if it was not the only one at that time 
in their power, to eflabliſh a military force capable cf op- 
poling he dangers with which the United States were 
then turrounded. That although it is to be regretted 
that any meaſure has been adopted by Congreſs, which 
has given uneaſineſs to the legiſlature or the citizens 
of the Maflachuſetts: yet experience has ſhewn how 
eſſentially t nat proviſion in queſtion has contributed to 
the ſtability of the army, to its perfection in diſcipline, 
to the vigor and decificn of its operations, and to thoſe 


brilliant ſucceſſes wh ch have haitened the bleflings of 
a laſe and honorable peace, Your 
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Your committee beg leave further to obſerve, that from 
an earne't ſeſice to give ſatisfaction to ſuch of the ſtates 
as expreſſed a diſlike to the half pay eitablithment, a ſum in 
groſs was propoſed by Congreſs, and accepted by the 
officers, as an equivalent for their halt pay That your 
committee are informed, that ſuch equivalent was af- 
certained on eſtabl:ſhed principles which are acknoy- 
ledged to be juit, and adopted in ſimilar caſes : but that if 
the objections againſt the commu ation were ever ſo ra- 
lid, yet as it is nut now under ine arbitration of Congreſs, 
but an act conſtitutionallyj and finally a lo pted, and the 
national faith pledged to carry it into effect, they could 
not be taken into conſideration 

With regard to the ſalaries of civil officers it may be 
obſerved, that the neceſſaries of life have been very high 
during the war: hence it has happened that even the fa. 
laries complained ef, have not been found ſufficient to 
induce perſons properly qualified, to accept of many im. 
portant offices, and the public buſineſs is left undoue. 

Your committee are nevertheleſs of opinion, that ſince 
the ceſſation of hoſtilities, the expence of living is mo- 
derated, and that a conſiderable reduction may be made 
in the civil liſt.”

Although this buſineſs may be ſaid ſtrictly to regard 
only the internal police of Pennſylvania, and the confe. 
rence propoſed does not extend to any deſcription of men 
without the limits of the United States, nor regard any 
of the great objects of peace or war ; yet our nigh re- 
ſpe for the confederation, determines us to lay open 
the whole deſign of the ſtate to Congreſs. 

Senſible likewiſe as we are, thai the whole expence of 
this particular buſineſs muſt reſt with Pennſylvania ; yet 
perhaps the wiſdom of Congreſs may improve this conſe- 
rence to the general benefit of the union, 

We wiſh you to uſe all reaſonable expedition in this 

matter; and hope the meaſures we are taking for the ſa- 
tisfaction of the Pennſylvania line, will meet with the 
ready concurrence and appro bation of the great couicil 
of the nation.

ration, it is among other things declared, that ® the 
United States in Congreſs aflembled, have the ſole and 
exclulive right and power of regulating the trade, and 
managing all affairs with the Indians, not members of any 
of the ſtate: ; provided that the legiſlative right of any 
ſtate, within its own limits, be not infringed or violated” 
And whereas it is eſſential to the we)fare of the United 
States, as well as neceflary for the maintenance of har- 
mony and friendſhip with the Indians, not members of 
any of the ſtates, that all cauſe of quarrel or complaint 
berween them and the United States, or any of then, 
ſhould be removed and prevented; Therefore the United 
States in Congrefs aſſembled, have thought proper to iſſue 
their proclamation, and they do hereby prohibit and 
forbid all perſons from making ſetilements on lands in- 
habited or claimed by Indians without the limits or juriſ. 
diction of any particular ſtate, and from purchaſing or 
receiving any gift or ceflion of ſuch lands or claims, with.

ted States: but in making ſuch proviſion, due regard ever 
ought to be had to the weltare and happineſs of the peo- 
ple, the rules of cquiiy, and the ſpiri: and general de- 
ſign of the contederarion.

chical and luxus ious churts, would moſt highly conduce 
to our reputation, even in the eyes uf foreig ers, and

lar inhe ri from their anceſtry. 

The lepiſlature cannot without horror entertain the 
moſt diſtant idea of the difio}urion of the union, which 
ſubſiſts between the Unired States, and the tuin which 
wauld ine viably enſue thereon; but with great pain the 
muſt obſerve, thai the extraordinary grants and allow. 
ances which Congreſs have hought proper to make to their 
civil and milie ry officers, have produced ſuch effects in 
this commonwealth, as are of a threatening aſpect. 
From theſe ſources, and particularly from the grant of 
halt pay to the officers of the army, and the propoſed 
commutation thereof, it has ariten, that the general 
court bas not been able hitherto to agree in granting to 
the United States, an impoſt duiy, agreeable io the re- 
cemmendation af Congreſs ; while the general aſſembly 
at the ſame time, have been deeply impreſled with a ſenſe 
of the neceſſity of {peedily adopting lome effectual mea- 
lures, for ſupplying the continental treaſury, for the re- 

| ſtoration 
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ftoration of the public credit, and the ſalvation of the 
country: And propoſe, as the preſent ſeſlion is near ter, 
minating, again to take the ſubject of the impoſt dy 
into conſideration early in the next.—From theſe obſery. 
ations you may eaſily learn the difficult and critical ſity. 
ation the legiſlature is in, and they rely on the wiſdom of 
Congrelſ's tv adopt and propoſe ſome meaſure for relief 
in this extremity.

Congreſs reſumed the conſideration of the report of the 
committee, to whom was referred the rep-.rt of the cum. 
5 on the letter of the Iith July, from the leyiſlacure 
of Maſſachuſetts, and the ſame being read as follows. 

That the ſubjects of complaint in the ſaid letter are 
the grant of half pay for life to the officers of rhe army— 
the commutation granted to the ſaid officers ot five years 
whole pay, in lieu of the (aid half pay—and the ſalaries 
allowed to the civil officers of Congriels. 

"Thar withcut dwelling on the reaſonableneſs and juſtice 
of a proviſion in favor of thoſe whoſe former profeſſions, 
purſuits and proſpects, have in a Jong courle of military 
ſervice, given place to habits aud acquirements, which. 
on the return of peace, however honorable they may be 
to the poſſeflor, ceaſe to be a ſource of profit to him. 
Your committee obſerve, that the haif pay was granted 
at a critical period of the war, when cur finances were 
embarraſſed, our credit impaired, our army diſtreſſed, 
the officers diſcontented, and reſignations ſo genera), as 
to threaten the diſſolution of a corps on whoſe wiluary 
experience he public ſafety, in the judgment of the come 
mander in chief, greatly depended, The firſt grant ves 
limited to ſeven years, but not being deemed ſetisfacton 


by the army, the evil of re ſiguations continued to * 
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to ſo alarming a degree, as to require a more effectual re- 
medy; and the grant of half pay to the officers was ex- 
tended for life. 

Your committee are perſuaded that no doubt can be 
entertained, but chat Congreſs were of opinion, that this 
proviſion was alone competent, if it was not the only one 
at that time in their power,to eſtabliſh a military force ca- 
pable of oppoſing he dangers with which the United States 
were thenturrounded. That although it is to be regretted 
that any meaſure has been adopted by Congreſs, which 
has given uneaſineſs to the legiſlature or the citizens 
of the Maflachuierts; yet experience has ſhewn how 
eſſentially tnat proviſion in queition has contributed to 
the ſtability of the army, to its perfection in diſcipline, 
to the vigor and decifion of its operations, and to thoſe 
brilliant ſucceſſes Wh ch have haſtened the bleſlings of 
a lafe and honorable peace, | | 

Your committee hold it to be the bounden duty of 
Congteſs, ro leave no effort uneſſazed, that may enable 
them to conform to the known and expreſs ſenle of their 
eonſt i: uents; but a perfect compliance with the wiſhes of 
every part, will often be found, after due conſideration, 
impract icable. 

Your committee conſider the meaſure of Congreſs, as 
the reſult of a deliberate judgment, framed on a general 

view of the interefts of the union at large.— They con- 
clude it to be atruth, that no ſtate in this confederacy, can 
claim (more equitably than an individual in a ſociety) 
to derive advantages from a union, without conformin 
to the judgment of a conſtitutional majority of thoſe who 
compoſe it; ſtill however, they conceive it will be found 
no leſs true, that if a ſtate every way ſo important as 
Maiſachuſetts, ſhould withhold her ſolid ſupport to con- 
ſtiutjonal meaſures of the confederacy, the reſult muſt 
be a diſſolur ion of the union—and then ihe muſt hold her- 
{elf as alone reſponſible for the anarchy and domeſtic 
confuſion that may ſucceed, and for expoſing all theſe 
contederated {lates (who at the commencement of the 
late war, leagued to defend her violated rights) an eaſy 
Piep to the machinations of their enemies, and the ſport 

of European politics: And therefore they are of opivion, 
that 
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that Congreſs ſhauld ſtill confide, that a free, enlightened 
and generous people, will never hazard conſequences fo 
perilous and alarming ; and in all circumſtances rely on 
the wiſdom, temper and virtue of their conſtitueny, 
wnich (guided by an all-wiſe Providence) have ever in. 
terpoſed to avert impending evils and m:sfortunes, 
Your committee beg leave further to obſerve, that from 
an earne't ſeſire to give ſatisfaction ro ſuch of the ſtates 
as expreſſe-{ a diſlike ta the half pay eſtabliſh nent, a ſum in 
groſs was propoſed by Congteſs, and accepted by the 
officers, as an equivalent for their halt pay Thar „our 
committee are informed, that ſuch equivalent was al 
certained on eſtabliſhed principles which are acknoy. 
ledged io be juſt, and adopted in ſimilar caſes: bur thai if 
the objections againſt ihe commu ation Were ever ſo ya- 
lid, yet as it is not now unfer the arbitration of Cynpreſ,, 
but an act finally ad«pred, and the na- ional faith pledy- 
ed to carry it into effect, they could not be taken into 
conſideration. * | 
With regard to the ſalaries of civil officers it may be 
obſerved, that the neceſſaries of life have been ve. y high 
during the war: hence it has happened that even the fa. 
laries complained of, have not been found ſufficient to 
induce perſons properly qualifi-d, to accept of many im. 
portant offices, and the public buſinels is left undone, 
Your committee are nevertheleſs ot opinion, that ſince 
the ceſſation of hoſtilities, the expence of living is mo- 
derated, and that a conſiderable reduction may be made 
in the civil liſt.” 
On the queſtion to agree to this report, the yeas and 
nays being requized by Mr. Holten.

WHEREAS in purſuance of a plenipotentiary com- 
mifhon, given on the 28 h day of September, 1782, to the 
honorable Benjzmin Franklin, a treary of amity and 
commerce between his majeſty ihe king of Sweden and 
the United dtates of Ameried, was on he 3d day of * pil 
178z, concluded by the ſaid B-vujamin Franklin, wr Ih 
a miniſter plenipoteniiary, named tor chet pur pole, by 
the ſaid king: and whe:eas the ſaid trea'y haih been 
duly approved and ratified by the United States in Con- 
preſs aflembled, and a trauſlation thereot made in the 


words tollowing, to wit: 


S A TREATY. 
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ATREATY of amity and commerce conttudedhe. 


twee his majeſly the king of Sweden and the United 
States of North-America. 


The-king of Sweden, of the Goths and Vandals, he, 
c. &c. and the thirteen United States of North- America, 
to wit, New Hampſhire, Maſſachuſetis- Bay, Rhode- 
Iſland, Connecticut, New-York, New- Jerſey, Pennfyl- 
vania, the c:unties of New-Caſtie, Kent and Suſſex on 
Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, North-Carolina, South. 
Carolina and-Georgia, defiring to eſtabliſh in a ſtable aud 
pernanent manner, the rules which ought to be obfery- 
'<d relative to che correſpondence and-commerce which 
the two partie: have Judged neceflary to eſt abliſſi between 
Their reſpective ccuntries, ſtates and ſubjects ; his maje- 
ny and the Uniicd States have thought that they could 
Not better accompliſh that end, than by taking for a baſis 
of their arrangements, the mutual intereſt and advantage 
of both nations. thereby avoiding all thoſe burthenſome 
preferences, wich are uſually ſources of debate, embar- 
raſſment and difcoment, and by leaving each party at li- 
berty to make, reſpecting navigation and'commerre,thoſe 
Interior regulations which ſhall be moſt convenient to itfelf. 


With this view, his majeſty the king ef Sweden, has 
nominated and appointed for his plenipotentiary, count 
Guſtavus Philip de Creu:z, his ambaſſador extraordinary 
to his moſt*Chriſtian majeſty, and Knight, commander of 
this orders; end the United States on their part, have 
fully empowered B-njamin Franklin, their miniſter ple- 
nipotentiary to his moſt Chriſtian majeſty : the ſaid ple- 
niptentiaries, after exchanging their full powers, and 
afrer mature deliberation in conſequence thereof, have 
agreed upon, concluded and ſigned the following articles, 


ARTICLE . ; 
THERE ſhall be a firm, inviolable and univerſal peace 
and a true and fincere friendſhip between the king of 
Sweden, his heirs and ſuccefiors, and the United States 
of America, and the ſubjects of his majeſty and thoſe of

of the weſtern country, theſe ſubjects being in the opinis 
on of the committee inſeparably connected, and the com- 
mittee not being pufſefled of materials which enable 
them to extend their views to the ſouthern di{trict. 
That it 1s repreſented, and the committee believe with 
truth, that although the hoſtile tribes of Indians in 
the northern and middle departments, are feriouſly diſ- 
poſed to a pacification, yet they are not in a temper to 
relinquiſh their territorial claims, without further ſtrug- 
gles. That if an Indian war ſhould be rekindled, repeat- 
el victories might produce the retreat of the Indians, 
but could not prevent them from repgainii g poſſeſſion of 
ſume part of the diſtant and extenſive territories, which 
appertain to the United States; that while ſuch tem- 
porary expulſions could only be effected ar a great charge, 
they cuuld not be improved to the ſmalleſt advan- 
tage, but by maimaining numerous garii ſans and an expen- 
ſive peace eſtabliſhment; that even if all the northern and 
weſtern tribes of Indians inhabiting the territories of the 
United States, could be totally cxpell-d, the policy cf 
redueing them to ſuch an extremity is deemed to be

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queſtionable; for in ſuch an event it is obvious that they 
would find a welcome reception from the Britiſh govern 
ment in Canada, which by ſo great an acceſſion of 

Rrength would become formidable in caſe of 
future rup: ure, and in peace by keeping alive there. 
ſentiment of the Indians for the loſs of their county, 
would ſecure to it's own ſubjects the entire benefit of th 
fur trade: that although motives of policy as well 23 
elemeney ought to incline Congreſs to liſten to the pray. 
ers of the hoſtile Indians for peace, yet in the opinion of 
the committee it is jaſt and neceflary that lines of pro- 
perty ſhould be aſcertained and eſtabliſhed between the 
United States and them, which will be convenient to the 
reſpective tribes, and commenſurate to the public want, 
becauſe the faith of the United States ſtands: pledped 15 
grant portions: of the uncultivated lands as a bounty to 
their army, and in reward of their courage and fidelity; 
and the public finances do not admit of any confiderable
